Kelly Triumphs and Speed Is Quelled. 

He was surrounded by his own friends, and 
up went the grimy hands of the men, who 
shouted: ‘We want vou.“ We want 
Kelly.“ „Three cheers for Kelly.” The 
citizens, too, were with him, and if 
unity actuates him he most 
been immensely tickled. He continued: 
As to Speed well! poor boy, I am sorry for 
him, but he isa deluded man. I am going 
to Washington, and you boys had better go 


and geta good lunch, fo: we have a long 


march abend of us.“ 

The army disappeared from the spot like 
magic, Kelly went away, too, and then Speed 
came back to the charges, speaking principal- 
ly to the citizens whom he wanted to convert 
to his side. He had not uttered many words 
when Sheriff Hazen interrupted. 

This bickering must stop right here,” he 
exclaimed. ** You men have been well treated 
in this county, but I warn you that if there is 
any more bickering such as has just occurred 
there will be trouble, and it will be serious 
trouble fur you.

The balked 
General, seeing that he was about to lose a 
point and suffer defeat, became furious.

Relief Committee Meets Them. 

A relief committee consisting of Mayor 
Whitney, A. Black, and D. Wilken was ap- 
pointed. The local members of the County 
Board of Supervisors were instructed to pur- 
chase 1,000 loaves of bread and have the 
bills paid out of the county funds. 
In case the board refuses to allow 
the bills, ten citizens will guarantee them. 
The Mayor and his associates on the Relief 
committee procured 100 pounds of coffee, 
the expense to be met by the city. The 
County Agricultural Society gave permission 
for the army to go into camp on the 
fair grounds, where there is an amphitheater 
and other large buildings. The relief com- 
mittee also cauvassed the city for cast-off 
bedding and old clothing and much 
was done officially by Cass County and 
the City of Atlantic, while several persons 
made additional donations. Thomas Mere- 
dith. the leading Populist in Western lowa, 
who has been putting up for nearly all the 
Populist enterprises in the western part of 
the State, donated a fat steer to be 
roasted for the army. Mr. Meredith was the 
origiual patron of J. R. Sovereign, the Grand 
Muster of the Knights of Labor. If enough 
teams are secured to haul the provisions and 
sick men East the army will be lucky.

J OIN CHICAGO'S ARM. 


SIX HUNDRED READY 10 FOLLOW J 
H. RANDALL TO WASHINGTON. 


Three Companies Organized and the Men 
Will Start in Two or Three Days«The 
Iron Brigade Postpones Its Departure 
to Saturday—Tranhspoertation and Cash 
Two of the Causes of Delay~—Council’s 
Order as to Kelly’s Men Is Not Man- 
datory=—Judce Caldwell Aroused. | 


Six hundred Chicago men out of work sig- 
nified their willingness yesterday to march to 
Washington as the Chicago contingent of the 
Coxey army, and within four hours three 
companies were enrolled and organized, and 
John H. Randall was unanimously elected by 
the men to be Commander in-Chief. The or- 
ganization of the Chicago commonweal took 
place in the abandoned cooper shop of Will- 
iam League & Co., No. 61 Rawson street. 
The barracks may be described as being lo- 
cated somewhere on the Northwest Side, and 
in the vicinity of the Rawson Street Station, 
amidst railroad tracks and idle fac- 
tories. Half ‘the residents in the dis- 
trict did not know where Rawson 
street was yesterday, and consequently the 
would-be commonwealers who trudged there 
from the recruiting quarters on La Salle 
street had a difficult time finding the place. 
The men began turning up at the cooper shop 
at 10 o'clock and they continued drifting in 
until night. The shop is two stories high and 
has been cleaned up so that 1,000 men can 
probably be housed there. No provisions 
were served yesterday. as none had arrived, 
but in the afternoon there came a tender of 
1,000 loaves of bread by the Bakers’ Union, 
and later Mike Bowler, who has a duiry sta- 
tion in the neighborhood, promised to supply 
some milk. Lamps were secured and trimmed 
for use in the evening and a great many of 
the men slept there. 

Three Companies Organized. 

The three companies organized were desig- 
nated as A, B. and C, and each is intended 
to have sixty-four men, although some of the 
men succeeded in joining three different com- 
panies, The first company was organized at 
12 o’clock. Two hours tater another com- 
pany was turned out, anda short time after 
and still recruits kept 
coming in. It was announced in the after- 
noon that tickets had been issued at the down- 
town headquarters to 600 men, but as it is a 
long walk they did not all reach the barracks 
yesterday. 

Commander Randall took every oceasion 
practicable to tell the men that their mission 
was a peaceful one and he forbade any in- 
flammatory expressions among officers which 
might lead to disturbance of the peace. The 
men apparently thought their condition was 
going to be bettered and they were willing to 
walk or ride to the National Capital. Ninety 
per cent of the men bore honest faces and 
were apparently men who wanted work. 

Mr. Randall was elected Commander late 
in the afternoon after the three companies 
hud been organized. Word was conveyed by 
P. J. Grimes from the La Salle street head- 
quarters that the Citizens’ committee desired 
Mr. Randall to assume command. TVo or 
three nominated Mr. Randall and then he 
was unanimously chosen. He made a state- 
ment of his principles to the men: 


Commander Randall Speaks. 


Lou have placed a great responsibility 

N me,“ he said, but I am glad to bear it. 

ve for many years worked and voted in

to do anything more than vote. This move- 
ment will bring about a sentimént which will 
operate the same as the ballot-box. Original- 
ly we started in Chicago merely to welcome 
Commander Kelly. Now his army is large 
enough. So we have organized this. Let me 
emphasize that we are banded together to be- 
have in every particular in harmony with law. 
order. and decency, and everything else that 
will make Chicago and Illinois proud of their 
idle men who want work.“ 

This sentiment was loudly cheered. Mr. 
Randall then announced that he had appointed 
William Hoeffler Adjutant, who will represent 
him at the barracks. Subsequently Com- 
mander Randall said with reference to the 
time when a start would be made: 

‘*I shall wait two or three days to see how 
many men join the army. We must be well 
organized, for I will not lead any hullabaloo 
movement. When we get a sufficiently large 
number of men a committee will be sent to 
the railroads to see if satisfactory terms can 
be made. This will be done this week. If 
the roads do not see fit to offer terms we can 
accept we shall start on our march.“ 


As the com panies scattered in search of food - 


they were told to report at 10 o'clock this 
morning. Each company of sixty-four men 
was organized with a Captain, two Lieuten- 
ants, four Sergeants, and eight Corporals, 
each of the latter having a platoon of eight 
men, 
Who the Commander Is. 

Commander Randall has been a newsboy. 
soldier, clerk, dentist, greenback speaker, and 
editor. He is 54 years old. He was born in 
Rochester, N. V., of American parents. His 
father was a sailor in the merchant marine. 
When young Randall was 7 years old his 
tather was lost at sea, and his mother moved 
with him to New York City. She died four 
years later and left Randall to fight his own 
battles. He sold New York newspapers for 
several years and was an inmate ot the news- 
boys’ home. He was sent to Massachusetts 
with a nuinber of other homeless ‘boys and 
lived in Hardwick a few years. Next he went 
to Barry; Mass., and worked in a harness 
shop. There he secured one winter's school- 
ing. Before that time his elucation had been 
confined to such as he had acquired in a news- 
boys’ night school. He married when he was 
20 years old, and was working at the Hazard- 
ville, Conn., cartridge works when that insti- 
tution blew up. He then turned his atten- 
tion to securing recruits for the civil war and 
joined the Twenty-first. Connecticut. He 
asked to be transferred to Battery E of the 
Second Artillery, and was in the service from 
the summer of 1862 until December of the 
following yeur. He went back to Massachu- 
setts and studied dentistry, which he prac- 
ticed fourteen years in Clyde, O. In 1884 he 
came to Chicago and during the Greenback 
fever was editor of the Chicago Express. For 
some time he was editor of the Pittsfield (III.) 
People’s Advocate, but left that paper last 
September. He lives at No. 216 California 
avenue with several of. his children.

JUDGE CALDWELL CALLS FOR TROOPS 


Wants the Power of the United States Used 
Against the Hogan Army. 

Lrrrr Rock, Ark., April 24.—Judge Henry 
C. Caldwell this evening sent a message to 
Attorney-General Olney saying that the power 
of the government should be used to restore 
the Northern Pacific train captured at Butte 
to the road and to punish the offenders, con- 
cluding: *‘ I respectfully request the General 
commanding the department be directed to 
render the United States Marshals of the dis. 
trict of North Dakota and Minnesota such 
assistance as may be necessary to enforce the 
orders and authority of the court.“ 

Judge Caldwell: telegraphed United States 
Marshal J. S. Creman at Fargo, N. D., as 
follows: If the persons who forcibly and 
illegally seized a train of cars on the 
Northern Pacific in Montana belonging to the 
receivers of said road should bring the same 
into your district it will be your duty 
to seize thé game and to restore the 
possession thereof to the ieceivers, It will 
be your duty to summon a posse sufficient for 
this purpose. The Attorney-General of the 
United States has been requested to procure 
a direction to the General commanding the 
department to render you any assistance nec- 
essary.’ 

Livinastox, Mont., April 24.—[Special. ]— 
The Butte contingent of the commonweal 
army, numbering 450 men, arrived at Boze.

Them=<Pasdeloup Succeds Kallis.

The warm 
rains during -the first part of the week had a 
beneficial effect on pasturage and the sprouting 
and cermination ‘of smali grain. Winter grain 
not killed by the March freeze is n in 
most cases as looking well. Potatoes have been 
planted in afew favored localities. and some flax 
seeded in Martin County, but these crops as yet 
have received but little attention.

Sowi 
of oats, barley. and spring wheat has been finish 
in some southern counties and is well alone in 
most of the central ones, while tho northern coun- 
ties are preparing, and the close of the week, 
with favorabie weather, will find much seeding 
done. Grass has been growing finely and pastures 
are generally far enough ahead for sheep in all 
southern and central counties, some even report 
sufficient pasture for cattle. Reports of damage to 
clover are still given and there can be rio doubt 
that the winter . too severe for it in many 
sections, In man of the southern and central 
counties potato planting will betaken up this 
week, a few early potatoes being already in the 
ground. A large acreage is to be planted in cen- 
tral counties. 

Plowing is being done for corn where the small 
grain has n finished. mo farmers have 
even planted, but these are only in very favora- 
ble localities. Much work will, however, be done 
the last of this week and the first of the worn a 
Fruit trees are budding in southern and south- 
eastern counties and reports are favorable. The 
weatber has been favorable to cranberries, al- 
though they are still under water and cannot be 
damaged to any large extent. 


TO USE A SCHOOL AS A PESTHOUSE. 


Smalipox Patients May Be Nursed in a 
Public Building, 


The necessity for another smallpox hos- 
pital may compel the taking of a 
public school building for hospital pur- 
poses. Commissioner Reynolds has tried 
to. find a house that he could rent 
for hospital purposes, but all have been re- 
fused for uses of a pesthouse. When he had 
u bout given up trying further in this direction 
it was proposed to the Commissioner that he 
use a public school buildmg. Dr. Reynolds 
sent for Thomas Brenan of the Board of 
Education. Mr. Brenan took the ground that 
no building in the city is too good to be used 
for the protection of the health of 
the community. He said if it was necessary 
that a school house should be used he would 
use his influence in that @irection. He said 
the Board of Education would codperate in 
every possible way with the health officers. 
Mr. Brenan took occasion while in the Com- 
missioner’s office to arrange for several phy- 
sicians to be employed by the board to in- 
spect districts in which ‘smalipox is epidemic 
with a view to keeping all children in fami- 
lies in which the pest is found from attending 
tha schools. Commissioner Reynolds has re- 
ceived a generous offer from the Visiting 
Nurses’ Association. Monday night a delegation 
offered the services of the nurses to attend to 
smallpox patient$, too poor to hire attention, 
free of charge on condition that in districts 
in which there are many cases all patients 
shall be moved into one of the quarantined 
houses and all the well persons taken from 
them after being disinfected. The nurses will 
then care for the sick 1f the city will provide 
food and medicines. The new annex to the 
pesthouse was completed yesterday and is al- 
ready occupied. It accommodates sixty pa- 
tients. Another large enough for the accom- 
modation of 100 is under way.

RATE TROUBLES PROM- 
ISE A HARD RAILROAD FIGHT. 


— — — 


All Western Passenger Tariffs Will Soon 
Be Involved if the Contest Between the 
Western Passenger Association Lines 
and the Union Pacific Is Not Settled=— 
The Latter Road Is Already Said to Be 
Contemplating a General Reduction 
Burliagton Outs Excursion Tickets. 


There can hardly be a doubt that unless the 
immigrant rate war between the Western 
Passenger Association lines and the Union 
Pacific railroad are speedily adjusted the bot- 
tom will drop out of the regular rates between 
Chicago and all Western points. It is under- 
stood that the Union Pacific contemplates a 
general reduction in rates from the Missouri 
River to points in the West and has requested 
its friendly connections east of Chicago— 
Northwestern and Alton roads—to join it in 
the action. Those roads, however, are not 
prepared to takea step that would bring on 
the most serious passenger rate war ever 
fought in the West. 

The report that tne Union Pacific has de- 
cided to a ply the $16,10 immigtant rate 
from the uri River via Portiand, Ore., 

steamer to San Francisco has not yet 
been verified. Should it prove to be true it 
will involve the Northern Pacific, Great 
Northern, and Canadian Pacific in the immi- 
grant rate war, as they would-be compelled to 
. the $16.10 rate from St. Paul to Port- 
and. 

The Southern Pacific still protests against 
the $16.10 rate, and has issued notice that it 
will not become a pony to that rate from the 
Missouri River to California points, 6 

In reply to this notice Chairman Caldwell 
wired General Passenger Agent Goodman 
of the Southern Pacific that under 
the tender made by the Western Passenger 
Association lines, participation is not ex- 
pected on the part of the Southern Pacific 
one y west of Ogden, the entire amount 
of $16.10 to be reported to that company, be- 
ing its proper proportion of normal immigrant 
rate, association lines between Missouri River 
and Ogden carrying the business free. This 
is in accordance with the line of action agreed 
upon bythe trans-Missouri lines interested 
in California immigrant business to meet ac- 
tion of Union Pacitic road.

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INVESTIGATION BEGINS OF A FIRE {

Blazes Appear at Widely Different Points 
Simultaneously- Inspector Conway Ar- 
rests Bloom and Orders Samuel Stone 
Taken=He Is Said to Have Acted as Ad- 
juster=Underwriters Will Investigate 
the River Risks Before Taking Action 
in the Proposed Reduction of Rates. 


The authorities promise the fullest kind of 
un investigation of the fire which broke out 
last Wednesday night in a boot and shoe fac- 
tory and wholesale establishment at South 
Canal and Harrison streets. The stock of 
goods in the building was insured in the name 
of Moses Bloom. Fire broke out at two 
widely separated points and there were a 
number of features which aroused the suspi- 
cions of the insurance people. The presence 
af benzine, which could not be satisfactorily 
accounted for, was reported by the fire pa- 
trol. which classed the fire as of iacendiary 
origin. Yesterday morning Fire Inspector 
Conway arrested Moses Bloom and ordered

THE REAL REASON WHY THEY MARCH. 

The craze to march to Washington, started 
by cranks and taken up by tramps, has begun 
to infect other classes. Men who really are 
workingmen are beginning to organize 
“armies” and to get ready to march on the 
capital. Congress views their approach with 
alarm, and the Commissioners of the District 
have warned them that they are not wanted 
there and that they can gain nothing by going 
there. That does not deter them. They are 
organizing in greater numbers. 

Does Congress really want to stop these pil- 
grimages, which have not had a parallel since 
1783, when the unpaid ragged Continentals 
marched into Philadelphia, thundered at the 
doors of Congress, and demanded what was 
due them? It.can do so in a day if it chooses. 
If the Senate will strike the enacting clause 
out of the Wilson bill and send it back to the 
House in that state, and the House will pass a 
resolution to the effect that it is satisfied with 


| that disposition of its measure and will not 


pass another like it, there will be no more re- 
cruits for the “industrial armies.“ If Con- 
gress will follow up that action by abandon- 
ing ite fooling with the solve .cy and parity of 


| the currency; if it will provide for any tem- 


porary deficiency of revenue bya slight in- 
crease of the whisky, beer, and tobacco taxes;

dissolved and the country at peace. 

To cure existing troubles all that is seed 
is to remove their cause. To find that cause 
one has to go back only about a year. In 
1892 Cleveland and a Democratic Congress 
were elected on the Chicago free trade plat- 
form. They were pledged to cut right and 
left, to cut and smash the established indus- 
tries of the Nation; to lower the wage scale 
and the market prices of the products of the 
sixty-six millions of people and to let loosé a 
State bank wildcat currency. Early in 1898 
the people became convinced that it was the 
intention of the Democratic party to keep 
those pledges. ‘Then it was that confidence 
in the future stability of values, of industries, 
and of money began to be affected. Then the 
black shadow of coming events began to ap- 
pear and to extend tillit has overspread the 
whole land. 

Confidence has vanished. The spirit of en- 
terpriseis numbed. Mills and factories are 
closed and the ability of the citles to con- 
sume the products of the farmer is lessened. 
The furnaces being idle there is a lessened de- 
mand for the products of the coal miner and 
he has gone on a strike to get wages which the 
operator cannot pay because of the lessened 
demand. The alarmed business-men will not 
invest their money, and hundreds of millions 


state of things has thrown out of work and 
wages multitudes of laborers, artisans, and 
clerks, and has filied the country with crowds 
of tramps wandering to and fro, living in idle- 
ness at the expense of those who still aye 
employment. 
Democratic policies have turned work ing- 

men into tramps and furnished the rank and 


file of some of the “industrial armies,” A 


continuance of those disorganizing and de- 
structive policies will make more tramps and 
more armies marching to Washington with 
foolish demands for fiat money. The men 
who compose them do not seem yet to have 
learned what hurt them. Nearly every one 
of them voted in 1892 for Cleveland and free 
trade and wildcat money and they do not ap- 
pear to have learned that the popular fear of 
the introduction of free trade and bad money 
is what has thrown them out of their jobs. 
The Chicago iron molders say they are 
going to Washington to ask for the abolition 


ol the Senate, for more stringent immigra- 
tion laws, for the acquisition of the railroad’ 


and telegraphs by the government, for appro- 
priations for roads by the national govern. 
ment, and for tariff legislation which will 
protect them against foreign competition. 
They should drop all their demands except 


the last and should broaden that so as to 


make it cover all other industries. Then they 
would be hitting the nail on the head. Then 
they would be asking Congress to do some- 
thing feasible and useful. 

What is wanted is the restoration of the 
American wage scale. The disavowal by 
Congress of an intention to méddle with pro- 
tection will restore that scale, will give work 
to the iron molders and to other unemployed 
mechanics, and will dissolve the ‘ industrial 
armies. They will cease to exist when the 
wage-workers are at work once more and turn 
a deaf ear to the invitations of the recruiting 
officers of the Coxeyites. 


THE LATEST TROLLEY ORDINANCE. 

The Council passed an ordinance Monday 
night allowing the West and North Side Street 
railroad companies to use the troliey system: 
on their horse car lines except on those por- 
tions of such lines which are in the South Di- 
vision north of Twelfth street. As compensa- 
tion for this valuable grant the companies are 
to do the electric lighting of the streets they 
occupy withina radius of a mile of the City 
Hall. This would require them to light Mar- 
ket from Kinzie to a little north of Chicago 
avenue, and Randolph or Lake from the river 
to a little west of Halsted. Most of the streets 
on which they wish to use tho trolley system 
are far beyond the one-mile radius. 

The Aldermen voted down amendment after 
amendment which would have required the 
companies to do more for the city. But they 
nsisted on requiring the companies to carry 
etter carriers free. Mr. Yerkes protested 
against buch a provision, asserting that the 
fares paid by the carriers amounted to $20,- 
000 a year, which sum was paid by the United 
States. The General Government is able to 
pay ite bills and has not asked the Council to 
get free transportation for its carriers. Why, 
then, should the Council ask for favors for 
the United States instead of asking them for 
Chicago? If Mr. Yerkes has to give up 620, 
000 to anybody he ought to give it to the city 
and not to the National Government. 

The Mayor will veto this ordinance of 
course. It is tco generous a measure. He 
required the South Side company to pay a 
quarter of a million because it would be ben. 
efited by the ele vation of the railroad tracks. 
The tracks of some of the steam roads ip the 

‘North and West divisions will be elevated in 
the course of time and the street car compa- 
nies will be benefited thereby. Provision 
should be made for their paying a not incon- 
siderable sum when the elevation takes place. 

Too little electric lighting is provided for. 
Only an insignificant fraction of the street 
mileage of the companies will be affected by 
this ordinanée. They can afford to do a 
great deal better than that and they ought to 
be forced.todoso. The Mayor must insist 
on something like a fair equivalent for the 


franchises granted. 
The Aldermen who pow ss the ee 
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vad afford to pay a great deal. 
Side company spent two millions, 
equivalent to $80,000 a year, in Ae 
tunnel for its Blue Island avenue cars. 
there been a tunne! at Van Burenas at La 
Salle and Washington, and had the Council 
asked the road to pay arental of $80,000 a 
year for its use the road would have , pleaded 
poverty and tried to get it for nothing, just as 
it tried to get the La Salle street one for 
nothing. {t paid something, but much less 
than it pays for its Van Buren street tunnel. 
The road did not build that expensive tunnel 
simply for the good of the people. It built’ it 
to make money by the investment. The tun. 


nel is worth more than $80,000 a year to it. 


The company does not wish to build electric 
roads simply to accommodate the people, but 
to carry them more cheaply and thut make 
more money out of them. It is not in this 
business out of love for the people, bat for 
money. If it can get this franchise for noth- 
ing it will make a good deal more than if it 


pays a fair price for it. So it pleads poverty 


in order to get out of paying anything, 

Will the Mayor please prepare another 
wholesome and wholesouled veto of this latest 
corporate grab and send it to the Council 
Monday? Some of the Aldermen are new 
members. They may believe that the North 
and West Side companies are poor little 
tenderfooted infant industries which need to 
be fed with nutritious franchises every few 
months that they may live. The Mayor, 
should tell these just-hatched Aldermen what 
the dividends of these strugglg, suffering 
corporations are. 


GAS TRUST TO BE PROSECUTED. 

Atcorney-General Moloney of this State has 
reached the decision, and announced it to the 
parties interested, that the Chicago gas com- 
panies are maintaining a trust agreement in 
violation of the la w, and that by so doing they 
have forfeited their franchises. He will fol- 
low-up the announcement by instituting quo 
watranto proceedings against each of the 
seven gas companies believed to compose the 
trust. He will ask the court, in the name of 
the peo le of the State of Illinois, to annul 
the charters of these companies and prohibit 
them from continuing to do business, 

The opinion by the Attorney-General re- 
views the evidence and arguments presented 
to him on both sides of the question. It 
states that the evidence submitted satisfies 
him that the gas companies are being operat- 
ed as one concern, that the earnings of all 
practically are put into one common fund, 
that the same men Are officers of all, and that 
nearly all the stock of each of the companies 
is deposited with one trust company. He 
holds that the lists of directors of the differ- 
ent corporations indicate that practically the 
same men own a majority of the stock of all 
the companies and are directors of them. The 
different companies have a common office, 
officers and clerks common to all, a common 
Treasurer, and a common purpose. Ali this 
ig declared to be accepted as sufficient evi- 
dence that there is collusion between them, 
and the facts are held as proof of the ex- 
istence of a trust as claimed. The Attorney- 
General says the agreement which could re- 
veal the state of affairs unearthed during the 
investigation is not conducive to good public 
policy, and traverses the law which forbids 
combinations for the purpose of increaing 
prices or shutting off competition. 

The deposit of a large majority of the 
shares of stock of all the companies with one 
trust company in Philadelphia is cited as ad- 
ditional proof that a trust is being operated, 
and the ostensible dissolution of the trust 
when the anti-trust law was passed is claimed 
to have been an attempt to evade the spirit of 
the law while seeming to comply with it to the 
letter. The opinion deals in no uncertain 
terms with the circular sent to certain direc- 
tors of the companies asking them to make 
affidavits that their respective corporations 
were not connected with a trust. It says the 
letter proves conclusively a desire on the part 
of the officials to evade the requirements of 
the law, and must be construed as an admis- 
sion that the law was being violated by the 
operation of a trust, notwithstanding the dec- 
larations made in the affidavits. The position 
taken is a strong one, and apparently the con- 
clusions are based upon statements of fact 
which can be provenin court by competent 
testimony when the Cases are called for trial, 
which may be at no distant day. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S WARNING TO THE 
COMMON W EAL. 

The Commissioners of the District of Co- 
lumbia have at last taken action in the mgt- 
ter of the proposed invasion of Washington 
by Coxey’s and other so-called industrial 
armies,’ now making their Way in that direc- 
tion. The proclamation issued by them is 
calm, t@mperate, and dignified, and yet is not 
lacking in serious and emphatic warning. The 
Commissioners notify the commonwealers 
that no possible good can come of their gath- 
ering, and that as hey have no means of sub- 
sistence suffering and possibly disorder are 
likely to ensue. They seek to impress upon 
these men the unquestioned fact that no 
wrong can be righted, no condition of labor 
ameliorated, no remedy for any existing evil 
realized by the contemplated demonstration 
of physical force,“ and that every desirable 
end can be more certainly and effectively ac- 
com plishea by ordinary and lawful methods. 
Having laid down the only permanent basis 
for remedy of grievances. assuming that there 
are such, the Commissioners, while sympa- 
thizing with all men who are out of work, 
serve notice that there is no work for them in 
Washington, no means for their maintenance 
in the District, and that the law forbids solic- 
iting of alms in the streets, all parades in the 
Capitol grounds, and any obstruction of the 
public highways. For these reasons the com- 
monwealeis are appealed to not to go to 
Washington evidently with the hope that they 
will realize the situation. While thus seri- 
ously advising the unemployed they use more 
significant language towards the evil-disposed 
and notify all criminals and evil-doers and 
most who have come there for purposes of 
ctime and disorder that they will be appre- 
hended and summarily dealt with, and 
finally they give notice to all who come here 
against their advice and protest that the laws 
in foree in the District of Columbia are ade- 
quate for every emergency and will be rigidly 
enforced.’’ 

As this action was taken after ‘consultation 
with the law authorities of the District, the 
military authorities, and the President, it evi- 
dently reflects the purpose of the National 
Government und is a timely warning to these 
men and to theilt designing and demagogical 
leaders that no disorder of any kind will be 
tolerated, that the National capital shall be 
protected, and that no intimidation shall be 
practiced upon the lawmaking branch of the 
government. It is tantamount to notice that 
if the District authorities find themselves un- 
able to keep the peace then the National Gov- 
ernment will come to its help. So far as 
there is any purpose holding these men to- 
gether itis their belief that by their mere 
physical presence they can compel the gov- 
ernment to turn itself into a great employ 
ment bureau, either furnishing work. which 
many of them would not accept if it were of- 
fered them, or grinding out millions of worth- 
less flat money to tele supply their wants. 
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Kellys are fond of alluding to their motley 
followings as » the people. Even if they 
should concentrate a hundred thousand of 
their f¢llowers in Washington, or five hundred 
thousand, the outcome could be no different, 
The wild theories which they represent 


are repugnant to the real people 


the millions who. remain‘ at home— 


dhe patient, indystrious, sensible, law,abiding 
people, who, if this matter could be put to 


vote, would vote it down by a majority of 
millions. They do not believe in government 
by intimidation, Hence there is no possibili- 
ty that the Coxeys and Kellys can succeed 


with their wild, impracticable schemes. They 


may secure for themselves a brief nétoriety. 


which is probably ali they want. When they 


have corralled thdir followers at Washington 
and the latter rgalize the fruitlessness of their 
errand they will gradually break up and dis- 
appear. Ifany of them attempt disorder or 
violate the law they must take the penalty. 
The District Commissioners have stated the 
case so that every one of these men Can un- 
derstand it. If Coxey attempts to carry out 
the threats he has made he is the first one 
who should be dealt with. Thisis a govern- 
ment not of Coxey’s people or Kelly’s people, 
but of the whole people, and the place where 
the people right wrongs is at the ballot box. 
It is there, through the press and by means of 
lawful petition, they make their voice heard, 
and any other method of influencing legisla- 

tion is revolutionary. The law must be main- 
tained. Public and private property must be 
protected. Physical intimidation must not 
be allowed. The action of the District Com- 
missioners shows that they realize the situa- 
tion and that the government is ready to as- 
sert itself if it shall become necessary. 


IT Is TIME TO GET TO WORK. 

A month ago there was promise of an excel- 
lent building season this year. The fall in the 
price of materials tempted the property-own-. 
ers, who, thinking they might go up again,’ 
were eager to seize a favorable opportunity, 
The architects were hard at work on plans, 
not for sky-scrapers, but for dwelling-houses 


and small stores. Now, however, there is 


stagnation. and unless something is done 


.speedily that stagnation will continue, with 


deplorable consequences for all who make 
their living in the building trades. 

The vexatious strikes of the last few weeks 
have alarmed the property-owners who were 
intending to build. They were afraid that if 
they commenced they would not go far before 
there would be further labor troubles, which 
would delay the com pletion of their structures 
indefinitely and add—how much they could 
not guess—to their cost. They felt as does a 
steamfitting contractor, who says: 

The journeymen steamfitters and the contract; 
ors have a satisfactory agreement for another 
year, but what is the use for us to take contracts 
if the men in some other branch of the business 
are going to fight all the time and keep us from 
doing our work? I finda growing disposition 
among all contractors to just sit down and wait 
for these warring’ factions to come together on a 
firm and Satisfactory basis which will insure the 
peaceful and certain carrying out of work when 
contracted for. 

The property-owners are just sitting 
down ” and waiting for contractors and men 
to come to an agreement. But if they have to 
wait too long they will do nothing this year. 
They will let their money remain idle in bank 
instead of using it for the payment of wages 
and the purchase of materials. 

It is for the interest of every carpenter, 
bricklayer, stonemason, steamfitter, etc., 


that the dull s¢agon should end and an active 


one begin. Otherwise when winter comes 
they will have no money but many debts. 
They will have had only occasional employ- 
ment on buildings which had to be put up. 

Two strikes are in the way of the immediate 
resumption of building operations on a grand 
scale. One of them is that of the plumbers 
and the other that of the painters. As long as 
they remain unsettled the property-owners 
will remain passive. The disagreement be- 
tween the master plumbers and the journey- 
men seems to be nearing a settlement. The 
latter have made some concessions from their 
original demands. The former have made 
some concessions on their side. It is hoped 
that an agreement will be reached this week. 

That would ledve only the painters. They 
want 35 cents an hour, and the contractors 
said they would not pay more than 80. The 
painters say that while 35 cents an hour is 
$2.80 a day they have to earn enough during 
the busy season to live on during the whole 
year, and that bad weather often interferes 
with them’ so that they ate not employed 
steadily through the busy months, The as- 
sociated employers feeling that there is some 
force in these arguments have agreed to pay 
the 85 cents, but a few of them insist that the 
contract to that effect which they are willing 
to make must run for a few months only and 
not for the entire season. sf 

To that the painters object. They do not 
want to fight their fight over again toward the 
close of the summer. Most of the master 
painters are willing to yield this point, but a 
very few are not, thus making it impossible to 
secure the necessary unanimous assent, If 
these few men would yield the painters’ strike 
would be settled, the deadlock would be 
ended, and unquestionably building operations 
would begin. 

Thus stands the case. Three or four firms 
block the way by insisting on a contract 
which, if made, would most likely result in 
another squabble, attended with sympathetic 
strikes, later in the year. It would be better 
for these firms ta waive their personal inclina- 
tions and let the majority have its way and 
unite in making contracts for the whole sea 
son. There can be no glory gained by ad- 
herence to a course the effect of which will be 
to blast the building season, interfere seri- 
ously with the prosperity of the city, and 
necessitate continued appeals to the charitable 
next winter to cadre for those who, if buildmg 
had been active, could have cared for them- 
selves,

Scores are now missing 
and much wreckage has been washed ashore. Re- 
ports from various parts of the south coast show 
that great damage was done on land.
